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Preface 


The Third Committee of the 33rd United Nations General 
Assembly in its mobilising resolution on the “liquidation of all 
forms of racial discrimination” of October 24th, 1978, clearly 
denounced apartheid “as a crime against humanity” and “as a 
serious threat to international peace and security”. The over- 
whelming majority of the peoples and their governments, that is 
the world’s 108 countries voted in favour of this resolution. 
It is revealing, however, that again it was a number of NATO 
states and other collaborators of Pretoria and Salisbury, above all 
countries like the United States and the Federal Republic of 
Germany, that counted among the 29 countries who abstained 
from voting on this basic challenge to humanism. And precisely at 
the very time of the “International Year of Struggle Against 
Apartheid”. 

This diplomatic obstruction by representatives of the NATO 
states witnessed here in front of the world forum is but one 
aspect of their policy. It was only recently, for instance, that a 
consortium of 12 mainly North American and NATO European 
banking monopolies adopted the provocative decision to invest 
additional hundreds of millions of dollars into the South African 
economy and, not least, in this way develop the “Apartheid 
Republic” as the first nuclear power on African soil and to 
military self-sufficiency and to a trouble maker which constitutes 
a threat to the peoples. Meanwhile, the aggressive and expansive 
Africa concept of imperialism in general and its biggest military 
coalition, NATO, in particular is being further carried out. It 
ranges from large scale subversion and ideological diversion, from 
rigorous military interventions up to indirect and open aggres- 
sions. 

NATO, i.e. North Atlantic Treaty Organisation, was founded in 
1949 in Washington, the capital city of the leading imperialist 
power. [ts southermost border of operations was geographically 


fixed with the northern tropic of cancer. Since its very founding 
the NATO has always proved to be an imperialist war spearhead 
directed against the socialist countries, against the countries of 
Africa, Asia and Latin America fighting for and defending their 
national independence, against the national liberation movements 
and even against all democratic forces inside the NATO countries 
themselves. The world’s biggest colonial powers of those days, 
namely Great Britain, France, Portugal, Belgium and the Nether- 
lands as well as the United States of America were already 
counted among the founding members of NATO. Presently 
15 capitalist states are members of NATO. Twelve are situated in 
Europe, two in northern America and one in Asia. Post war 
history has shown that in the course of only three decades four 
NATO states — France, Britain, Portugal and Belgium — have 
perpetrated wars, military aggressions and armed interventions 
against at least 16 African states and territories respectively, 
namely Egypt, Algeria, Gabon, Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, Cameroun, 
Kenya, Chad, Madagascar, Malawi, Morocco, Mocambique, Tu- 
nisia, Uganda, Tanganyika (Tanzania) and Zaire. 

Armed imperialist mercenaries recruited mainly in NATO states 
such as the U.S. and the FRG, were sent as hired killers to 
at least six African countries, namely Angola, Namibia, Nigeria, 
Zimbabwe, Sudan and Zaire. NATO headquarters are currently 
seeking to change the “gun boat” policy of the earlier era of 
imperialism to the policy of “the para-troopers” as the Paris 
journal “Afrique-Asie”’ has described it. Now, just as before, the 
imperialist strategists are prepared to trample on corpses in Africa 
as long as monopoly capital unscrupulously tries to continue 
making maximum profit to the tune of over 1,000 million US 
dollars annually from the inhuman apartheid system practiced in 
southern Africa. 

Considering the real balance of forces on our planet the NATO 
powers as neo-colonialist “defenders” of a cruel past on the Black 
continent are, however, no longer in a position to prevent their 
machinations from being discovered and their crimes proved. 
They can no longer prevent the world from realising day after day 
that apartheid is deeply rooted in the anacronistic capitalist 
system of barbarous oppression and of class, race and national 
inequality.

Since the South West African People’s Organisa- 
tion (SWAPO) was formed into a leading force for 
national liberation in 1958 and especially since 
the point in time when the SWAPO organised a 
cosistently succesful amed struggle/1/ against the 
illegal regime of occupation of the racist Repu- 
blic of South Africa (RSA) — as the UNO had 
declared in 1966 — there have been various neo- 
colonialist operations conducted by the imperia- 
list camp which can be observed in the political, 
diplomatic as well as economic and military 
fields. The UNO has had to occupy itself with 
this problem that is generated from NATO coun- 
tries engaged in Namibia and from the RSA since 
1966. 

From among the imperialist states the FRG in 
particular is involved with developments in 
Namibia as a result of developments from 
1884—1919 when this territory was by area the 


second and by population the sixth in the erst- 
while German Empire of eight colonies. 
The then Federal Foreign Minister and present 
Federal President Walter Scheel (FDP) similarly 
reiterated, quite revealingly, on the 21. Septemb- 
er, 1973 in New York, shortly before the FRG’s 
admission to UN membership, that: “Namibia is 
for us a special problem”./2/ \n 1976 the then 
Development Minister Egon Bahr (SPD) expres- 
sed his concern in an interview, saying: 
“Presently a territory is about to be decol- 
onised that will arouse strong emotions 
among the Germans. Nothing that we have 
experienced in the process of decolonisation 
will cause so much disquite as Namibia. 
Vietnam will be no comparison. “’/3/. 


This is reason enough to explore some related 
aspects of the matter. 


Economic Infiltration 


Imperialist Germany has never ceased, since 
1884, to plunder shamelessly the land and people 
of Namibia. The FRG counts among the tradi- 
tional European and South Africans who have as 
far back as the sixties controlled the economy of 
Namibia./4/ 

The SWAPO has characterised the present state 
of the colonial economy as, on one hand, “an 
economy of wealth in the hands of whites, based 
on the intensive exploitation of the countries 
natural resources’ and on the other hand as “a 
dependent market, a dumping ground for South 
Africa’s agricultural industry”’/5/. 

in 1976 the UNO General Assembly voted 
with 97 ‘‘yes’’ votes against 11 “‘No’’ votes and 
28 abstentions to condemn all co-operation bet- 
ween states or enterprises with the racist regimes 
in Southern Africa, whereby six countries were 
metioned by name as Pretoria’s collaborators and 
economic partners. Among these internationally 
branded governments are those of the four 
NATO countries USA, Great Britain, FRG and 
France who together with the RSA are involved 
in exploiting Namibia. Among the foreign corpo- 
rations listed in UNO documents as active in 
Namibia under the patronage of the RSA 11% 
are from the FRG (see Tab. 1) 

Be that as it may, this quantitative assesment is 


deceptive as under the european countries that 
profit from Namibia FRG monopolies make up 
25 %. Added to this is the fact that predominantly 
giant monopolies of the FRG are represented in 
Namibia and it is certainly not accindental that 
these are mainly such that belong to the milita- 
ry-industrial complex of the FRG, like Volks- 
wagenwerk AG, Metalligeselischaft AG, Uran- 
geselischaft mbH & Co. KG and the three largest 
monopoly banks. (see Tab. 2) 

Even though the mining sector in Namibia is 
presently dominated by north American, british 
and RSA corporations there are marked sigus of 
concentrated activity by FRG corporations in 
this field. Commerce and the trades, agriculture, 
insurance and to a large extent also finance are 
dominated by FRG citizens and immigrants of 
german extraction. 

In view of the specific distribution of wage 
earners in Namiba in the different economic 
branches it is incontestable that FRG firms count 
among the major exploiters of the Namibian 
working class. (see Tab. 3) An FRG corporation 
for example, pays in Namibia wages for 25 work- 
ers that are not more than those it pays a single 
worker in the FRG./6/ 

The RSA endevours through special secrecy 
decrees and shady statistic regulations to couma- 


flage the rate of exploitation of Namibia. 1960 
alone saw 36 % of Namibia's Gross National Pro- 
duct flow into foreign coffers as profit tranfer 
and share dividends. The year 1972 brought the 
shareholders of Namibia’s three largest mining 
corporations in the USA, Great Britain and the 
RSA a tidy 54,7 m dollars. One third of the RSA’s 
income from Namibia is produced by the 
diamond mines alone. The central Selling Organi- 
sation of the de Beers Corporation, for example, 
payed for Namibian diamonds in 1974 no less 
than 50m dollars into the RSA’s state coffers as 
taxes./7/ 

It is no wonder therefore that FRG concerns in 
Namibia are not only grabbing at uranium, which 
is steadily being exhausted in the european 
NATO countries but also at the lucrative raw 
materials trade. For approximately seven years an 
imperialist company has been expanding the 
uranium mines in the Roessing district of Nami- 
bia. This happened despite knowledge by all 
Participating corporations and governments of 
imperialist states of the UNO decision of Octo- 
ber 1966 to withdraw the RSA mandate over 
Namibia. Similarly the 1971 judgement of the 
International Court of Justice could not have 
been unknown to them, whereby the RSA was to 
end its occupation of Namibia immediatelly. In 
view of imperialist plunder of Namibia’s raw 
materials SWAPO has let it be known by all 
foreign governments and corporations that all 
mining concessions, contracts, prospecting rights 
and investments in Namibia, entered into after 
1966 are regarded as illegal as they serve the 
occupation regime of the RSA and assist in the 
criminal plunder of Namibia’s raw materials and 
resources./8/ 

Unconcerned by all this, the RSA continues to 
tender options for capital participation to foreign 
monopolies for the Roessing mines. The major 
concession went to the british Rio-Tinto-Zinc 
whose majority shareholder is South Africa's 
Industrial Development Corp. The West German 
Urangeselilschaft mbH &Co. KG in  Frank- 
furt/Main concerned with prospecting for and 
development of nuclear fuels on contract from 
the FRG government has entered into agree- 
ment with the RSA for a 15% option on stocks 
in the Roessing mine. Corporations of the NATO 
states Great Britain and the FRG have, in com- 
pany with South African millionaires, invested 
far over 70m deutsch Marks since 1971 (accord- 
ing to SWAPO sources up to 500m DM/9/) in this 
mine in Namibia in which uranium ore is 
obtained by opencast mining, and have by 1977 


developed it into the largest uranium producer of 
the capitalist world. The annual production from 
these huge fields is estimated at 6,000 tons of 
uranium oxyde which is about 25 % of present 
world needs. Half the uranium enriched in South 
Africa will in future come from Namibia./10/ 
This uranium oxyde is exported mainily to such 
european countries as Great Britain, France and 
the FRG, the first two of which are already in 
possession of nuclear weapons, with the FRG 
striving for nuclear weapons through secret 
agreements with the RSA. 
The fore-mentioned Urangesellschaft is made up 
by a consortium of three West German corpora- 
tions, each holding one third of stocks, namely 
the Metaligeselischaft AG (Frankfurt/Main); 
STEAG AG (Essen) and VEBA AG (Bonn/Mest - 
Berlin). The military-industrial complex of the 
FRG is in many ways interwoven with the Frank- 
furt Urangeselischaft. The prospecting was 
subsidised up to 80% directly from the state 
budget of the FRG. Besides this certain ministries 
of the FRG have up to 40 % of capital shares in 
VEBA AG one for the major shareholders of the 
Urangeselischaft. In view of these aspects, one 
can only regard the declarations of the affected 
FRG minister in 1974 as a mere protectionist 
claim: 
“Since cooperation is only at industrial and 
commercial levels, the Federal government 
finds neither occassion nor authority to 
restrict the activities of the participating 
(west/German firms, ”’/11/ 
STEAG AG on the other hand financially invol- 
ves such arms corporations as Krupp and Thys- 
sen. The Metaligeselischaft AG which is itself one 
of the pillars of the FRG military-industrial com- 
plex is financially and personell-wise strongly 
related to the arms corporation of Siemens AG. 
As one can see, the Federal German military- 
industrial complex is in a double sense interested 
in its systematically built Namibian engagement. 
They are not only — even if primarily — interes- 
ted in maximum profits but also in the timely 
securing of strategic sources of raw materials for 
the west-German arms industry which is ceaseles- 
sly expanding and serving counter revolution 
through its weapons exports on certain conti- 
nents. 
Huge amounts of uranium mined in Namibia is 
transported to the RSA where it serves nuclear 
weapons development and production. For these 
purposes the Atomic Energy Board of South 
Africa created the Uranium Enrichment Corpora- 
tion (UCOR) and the Nuclear Fuel Corp. of 


South Africa (NUFCOR) simultaneously with the 
development of the Roessing mine in Namibia in 
1971. UCOR commissioned the Valindaba 
uranium enrichment plant in Pelindaba, 30 km 
west of Pretoria, with the scientific and technical 
assistance of the FRG! The forementioned 
STEAG Corp. had its shady role to play in this 
matter, securing for itself three advantages for 
the supply of nuclear-enrichment technology to 
the South African racists. Firstly, capital partici- 
pation and thereby prospecting rights for its 
affiliate Urangesellschaft in Namibia; secondly, 
large uranium oxyde imports from Namibia 
through a ten-year contract with the british Rio- 
Tinto-Zinc and thirdly, annual supplies of 
1 000 tons of enriched uranium from the Valin- 
daba plant, constructed with west-German liscen- 
ced technology. This know-how supplied unscru- 
pulously by the FRG to the South African 
colonial fascists is composed of an Ultra-centri- 
fugal process for uranium enrichment which is 
developed by the 58-year-old Prof. Dr. rer. nat. - 
Dip|. Chem. Erwin Becker, director of the state- 
controlled Institute for Nuclear Processing 
Technology at the Federal German Society for 
Nuclear Research in Karlsruhe-Durlach. STEAG 
obtained rights to this internationally patented 
process and sees to the building of similar plant 
in England and Holland — project now named 
EURENCO by the three NATO countries 
involved, namely England, FRG and Holland. 
The Federal German Prof. Becker cooperates 
with the nuclear researchers of Pretoria since 1962 
with the knowledge and approval of the Federal 
government. The secret agreement between 
STEAG AG and the South African Atomic 
Energy Board was contracted in 1974 and was 
facilitated by the FRG government by delaying 
the signing of the Nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty up to May,1975. 

In Namibia imperialist consortia are mining other 
strategic raw materials like industrial diamonds, 
wolfram, cadmium, copper, lead vanadium, tin 
and zinc which play a significant role in the 
militarisation of the economy, especially in 
NATO-countries. In the production of refined 
lead Namibia takes first place in the world and 
second in place in the production of zinc. From 
the Oranjemund diamond fields comes most of 
the ornamental diamonds that are on the world 
market. Namibian mining is already in 17th place 
in the world. 

FRG corporations have deeply penetrated 
Namibian production of diamonds, gold, lithium, 
feldspar and germanium. This was done mainly 


through the Otavi Mining and Railways Corp; 
which has its head offices in Frankfurt/Main 
since the founding of the Federal Republic of 
Germany. This corporation was established in 
Berlin by german imperialism in 1900 as a 
colonial company for the exploitation of the 
former colony of ‘‘German South West Africa’, 
where it appropriated 235,000 hectares of land 
for itself and conducted mining operations from 
1900 in Tsumeb, in the Otavi mining district, for 
copper and lead — the ore in this area has a 60 % 
copper content — together with running the 
Swakopmund — Tsumeb railway line./12/ The 
corporation always guaranteed its shareholders 
maximum profits. After 1949 the giant property 
of the Otavi Mining and Railways Corp. was 
successively handed over to FRG interests after 
having been confiscated as Nazi property. Since 
then the monopoly corporation has sprouted in 
Namibia and the RSA with six affiliates. (see 
Tab. 4) The corporation has become the biggest 
germanium producer in the FRG due to its neo- 
colonialist development. Germanium as a rare 
metal is extremely important for the electronics 
and electrical industries as a semi-conductor. The 
corporation's position in the state monopolistic 
FRG is not least determined by the fact ministe- 
rial-director (Ret.) Dr. Felix A. Prentzel of the 
Federal economics ministry sits on its board of 
directors. With the help of its affiliate, the Otavi 
Mining Co. (Pty) Ltd. in Johannesburg the cor- 
poration not only conducts itself against the 
Namibian but also conducts neo-colonialist trade 
or rather, obstructionist policies against the 
Peoples Republic of Mocambique. 
The SWAPO has vowed, whilst waging a struggle 
that is full of sacrifice, that a future government 
of Namibia shall be established through the 
peoples elective will and will among other things 
undertake the following popular measures: 
“Struggle to banish all forms of exploitation 
of man by man, against the amassing of 
wealth and power by individuals, groups or 
classes... All important means of production 
and trade shall be nationally owned. ”/13/ 
The international monopoly bourgeoisie — with 
that of the FRG amongst the leaders — fights and 
sabotages this programme of the people of 
Namibia with all the means at its disposal. For 
the peoples of Africa nevertheless, the following 
has a wealth of instruction! As compensation for 
the frozen assets of the Otavi Mining and 
Railways Corp. in South West Africa during the 
second world war, the Hitler regime offered 
opportunities and facilities to this company in oc- 


cupied Czechoslovakia and the Balkans — in Bul- 
garia and Rumania. The Czechs, Bulgarians and 
Rumanians threw out these colonial exploiters 


after the defeat of fascism without any compen- 
sation and transfered their property into the 
hands of the people! 


A Big Landowners’ 


Paradise 


Namibia with 0,9 persons per square kilometer is 
very thinly populated. The agriculture mainly 
serves the interests of the South African and 
European colonial masters, The major agricul- 
tural export product, for example, is Persian 
skins and karakool sheep breeding which about 
2,000 latifundista of german extraction are en- 
gaged in out of a total of about 5,000 large land 
owners. Typical examples of this kind of colonial 
companies are the FRG giant enterprises of 
Thorer and Hollender in Frankfurt (Main) and 
Thorer & Co. in Offenbach. After the Thorer 
group of companies realised that the GDR asa 
workers and peasant state would not counte- 
nance their colonial practices in South and South 
West Africa after they had been operating from 
Leipzig since 1908, they transferred their opera- 
tions to the FRG where, as to be expected, they 
were able to continue their colonial trading with 
generous state encouragement at a forced tempo. 
The tobbacco-ware enterprise Thorer has long 
been in pact with the South African racists and 
has more than two flowering affiliates in Cape 
Town. As for the plundering of Namibia, this 
enterprise is again allied to the South West 
African Karakool Sentrale (Pty.) Ltd. besides in- 
volvement with a number of large land holdings. 
(see Tab. 2) Those farms specialised on Karakool 
breeding rake in an annual 15 m pounds sterling 
whilst the RSA cashes in 10 m in taxes from this 
trade and the auctioneers in London and Frank- 
furt (Main) gain another 0,7 m to 1 million from 
their trade. In comparison thereto an African 
sheperd or farm workers has to be satisfied with a 
monthly wage of a mere 4 pounds! /14/ 

The involvement of the reactionary german 
feudal caste which is resident in the FRG is very 
striking in the large land owning and the maxi- 
mum-profit—oriented monopolisation of the 


persian skin export business in Namibia. One 
meets such names as the Bavarian Count Ferdi- 
nant-Otto as well as Hubertus Herman von 
Castell-Riidenhausen, Ralph Count of Liittichau, 
Emil von Mallinckrodt, from the line of Prittwitz 
and Gaffron and York Hans von Schiitz who have 
aquired huge lands around Windhoek, Grootfon- 
tein, Omaruru, Gobabis, Okahandja and Keet- 
manshoop and have settled in Herrenvolksty- 
le./15/ 

Purely arithmetically Namibia has a land distribu- 
tion of 50 hectares per head of population for the 
Africans and 531 hectares for the white colonia- 
lists. Land holdings of between 50,000 and 
100,000 ha. for the European and South African 
colonial masters are no rarity and holdings of 
5,000 to 20,000 ha. are the rule among the capi- 
talists of german extraction. Because of their 
colonial extensive farming methods the white 
landowners generally regard farms of less than 
25,000 ha. for animal breeding as “uneconomic”. 
The Karakool breeders, who are united in the 
Karakool Breeders Association, form the most 
reactionary wing of the big bourgeoisie which is 
especially active in supporting Vorster’s racist 
National Party. The local group of the Vorster- 
party in Keetmanshoop for example was devel- 
oped and led by former eastprussian Junker Fritz 
von Kalweit, big land owner in ‘‘Daweb-Siid”’. 
The agrarian policies of the SWAPO for the 
future Namibia: 


“The implementation of a comprehensive 
agrarian reform which will give land to those 
who till it. The creation of cooperatives and 
collectives of peasants and farm workers. The 
establishment of stateowned ranches, so that 
Namibia shall attain self-sufficiency in food 
supplies’’/16/. 


The mass of the 5,000 big land owners in Nami- 
bia especially the german-extracted have armed 
themselves in a hateful and racist fight against 


the SWAPO programme and have so become a 
significant reserve of the occupation troop of the 
RSA. 


The Racist Water 


Policy 


The almost centuary old uninteruppted imperi- 
alist colonial rule of imperial Germany, majestic 
Great Britain and the racist clique of the RSA 
have created an unimaginable concentration of all 
the vital water reserves of water in the hands of 
the colonial masters. For example territory 
occupied by the Ovambos — who make up to 
almost half the total population of the country — 
is up to 50% without water. This situation cli- 
maxes with 70% in Kaokoveld and area-wise 
even at 90% dry land in Okavango./17/ The 
capitalistic big land ownership in Namibia and its 
pillaring by the FRG externally has therefore to 
be regarded under the following viewpoints: 
Following colonial principles the european and 
South African big land owners appropriated for 
themselves with the assistance of the colonial, i.e. 
mandated administration, the most productive 
lands and banished the indeginious Africans to 
the most drought-prone areas. Added to this the 
big land owners regard the decisive sources

springs and dams as “private property”. It is 
estimated that there is only one water hole for 
every 5,000 ha. The system of vital water sup- 
plies is therefore in the hands of the big land- 
owners as their monopoly. Considering this fact 
one then understands the behaviour of the FRG 
at the UNO Conference on Water problems in 
March 1977 in the Argentinian Mar del Plata. The 
majority of the delegates from 116 countries of 
our planet voted for condemnation of the 
colonial and racist practices of the water policy 
in Namibia and South Africa at this UNO special 
conference, Only the USA, the FRG and com- 


mon market countries under their influence 
spoke characteristically against this resolu- 
tion./18/ 


The behaviour of the imperialist FRG with regard 
to the vital interests of the Namibian people as 
represented by SWAPO proofs anew the conspi- 
racy between imperialism, colonialism and racism 
which is typical for Southern Africa. 


Launching Base 


As the President of the People’s Republic of 
Angola Dr. Agostinho Neto revealed on the 
24, February 1977, to the diplomatic corps and 
the international press, a coordinated military 
operation was being prepared for spring 1977 
against the independent Angola by the racist 
South African regime on the one hand and Zaire- 
based elements on the other. These secret aggres- 
sive plans and preparations were code-named 


“Cobra 77” and in certain european NATO coun- 
tries analogously coded ‘Natal 77”. The govern- 
ment of Angola is in possession of incontestable 
proof of the intended participation of air, naval 
and armoured units in the aggression./19/ 

The past years have seen an intensified and 
systematic development of occupied Namibia as a 
staging base against Angola, South African troops 
entered Angola in 1975 to occupy the Cunene 


dam area. At the end of 1975 there were already 

12,000 RSA troops in southern Angola. it was 

only when the RSA troops had to flee to 

Namibia from Angola that various proof of the 

support given the South African racists by the 

FRG and other NATO powers came to light. 

Proof of a policy of expansion that endangers 

peace. SWAPO had also proven military assistan- 

ce by several NATO states for the racist occupa- 
tion of Namibia. Belgium supplied the RSA with 
rifles, Great Britain supplied ammunition and 

Denmark supplied transmission sets. Equipment 

for the ‘‘Advokaat’”’ system of electronic warfare 

in Walvis Bay with which the RSA occupation 
power controls the territory, airspace and terri- 
torial water of Namibia is supplied by the USA, 

Great Britain, France, Denmark, the Netherlands 

and above all the FRG./20/ Indeed the FRG has 

for long years and in various ways supported the 
policies and equiped the provocations of South 

Africa against the peoples of Africa. In order to 

achieve greater manouverability in counter- 

guerilla war the FRG arms industry has supplied 
the necessary military vehicles according to 

SWAPO reports. The following makes were 

identified with the RSA occupation troops: 

— Military vehicles of the mark “Unimog” from 
the Daimler Benz AG, Stuttgart (Affiliate in 
the RSA: United Car and Diesel Distributors, 
Pretoria) and 

— Heavy military and heavy armoured trans- 
ports of the Daimler Benz AG, Stuttgart, 
from Kiéckner-Humboldt-Deutz, Kolin 
(Affiliate: Deutz-Magirus Ltd. Pietermaritz- 
burg) and the Maschinenfabrik Augsburg- 
Niirnberg (MAN) AG, Augsburg./21/ 

The South African Air Force maintains a main 
base and five other air support bases with over 
300 military aircraft in the ‘Operational Area 
SWA", which is about 55% of the RSA’s 
airforce. The main task of the so-called Air Strike 
Arm is air recconoissance over Namibia as well as 
air espionage against neighbouring countries,/23/, 
support of the counter guerilla operations of the 
ground forces and military air transport to and in 
the operational! area of occupied Namibia. Ac- 
cording to RSA Colonel Dan Zeeman “thousands 
of soldiers and millions of kilogramms of air- 
freight are transported monthly over thousands 
of kilometers from the Grootfontein airbase 
every month’’/24/. \t is in fact at the RSA’s 
major air force bases of Windhoek and Grootfon- 
tein that the major part of the FRG-supplied 
military aircraft is stationed. These include: 

— 105 military helicopters for counter-insurgen- 
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cy warfare, the contracts for whose supply 
have been in operation for over half a decade 
from FRG~ military aircraft corpora- 
tions. (Messerschmidt-B6lkow-Blohm, Miin- 
chen/Augsburg)/25/ 

— at least Qmilitary air transports Type 
“Transall’’ which have been two-thirds pro- 
duced by the FRG corporations of Messer- 
schmidt-Bélkow-Blohm and Vereinigte Flug- 
technische Werke in Bremen,/26/ 

— at least 4 of the military version of the giant 
transports Type ‘’Airbus’’ on whose produc- 
tion the NATO countries FRG and France 
participate at 45 % and the Netherlands and 
Spain at 10 % together./27/ 

The RSA terrorises the people of Namibia since 

1974 with its ‘‘special warfare’. The RSA com- 

mander of the border troops defined this strategy 

of counter-revolutionary terror: “20% military 
and 80% civilian actions”. /28/ For this the RSA 
needed a new military base in Namibia which 
came to exist as the secret project “DRUMPEL”. 
This military project DRUMPEL (Threshold) was 
concluded in February 1976 with the assistance 
of the FRG. This involves a giant military base 
near Grootfontein towards the Angolan border 
which is since being used by army and airforce 
units of the South African occupation. 

DRUMPEL has in the meantime become the mili- 

tary centre of the colonial fascists in Nami- 

bia./29/ It has maintainance capacity for 

15 fighting battallions with all support units, i.e. 

for about 12,000 soldiers./30/ 

The RSA had comparable facilities only in 

the former enclave of Walvis Bay where a 

medium-sized contingent was based, with the 

airport at Rooikop being converted into a 

military camp. According to a SWAPO memoran- 

dum in 1962 this camp had only a 1,000-man 
mobile unit of elite troops with 45 trucks, 

30 british ‘‘Centurion’’ tanks, 26 field guns, 

25 armoured cars and 20 anti aircraft guns./31/ 

The mandate of 1920 already forbade South 

Africa expressly, to establish military or naval 

bases or fortifications of any kind in South West 

Africa, i.e. on the territory of present-day 

Namibia. In 1971 the International Court of 

Justice ruled that South Africa must dismantle its 

administration and end its illegal occupation of 

Namibia, Despite this unambigious international 

legal situation South Africa went about plastering 

Namibia with military bases. Today there are 

already about 45,000 troops — 40,000 of them 

between the Namibian and Angoian borders 

(15,000 in 1976) — and paramilitary police 


stationed there. DRUMPEL with a giant airforce 
base is the headquarters of the airforce and the 
16th logistics command. The DRUMPEL military 
base has a_ strategic significance under two 
aspects. Firstly as an aggressive springboard 
against the People’s Republic of Angola and 
secondly as a fortress of occupation against the

colonial reservations of the Ovambos, Okavangos, 
Hereros, Caprivis and Khoi people. A ‘military 
white paper’’ provocatively published by the 
then RSA war minister Piet Botha states that 
South Africa will continue to trample interna- 
tional law under the jackboot and to occupy 
Namibia militarily. 


the Bundeswehr 


After South African patriots had succeeded in 
securing documents of proof from the Bonn 
embassy of the RSA an FRG magazine had to 
admit in the middle of 1976 that “the Procure- 
ment Office of the Bundeswehr (located in 
St. Augustine near Bonn, Alte Heerstr. 81 — 
J. M.) assisted the South Africans with the mili- 
tary projects ADVOCAAT,/32/ TAURUS and 
THRESHOLD (i.e. DRUMPEL — J. M.) and pro- 
cured for Sole (the then RSA ambassador in 
Bonn) the necessary NATO Codification numbers 
for the export of equipment./33/ DRUMPEL was 
electronically equiped by, among others, the 
FRG corporation AEG/Telefunken, Frank- 
furt (Main) (Affiliates: AEG/Telefunken Ltd.; 
Switchcraft Ltd; Nixdorf Computer; all of Johan- 
nesburg)/34/. It was from this DRUMPEL that 
the military operation Cobra 76 was launched in 
which five fighting columns of infantry helicop- 
ters and paratroopers of the RSA were involved: 
the 6th infantry battallion, the 4th and 5th Sai- 
Witwatersrand, Eastrand and Uithafen Regiment 
as well as the paratroop battallion of Ondongwa. 
DRUMPEL field bases were pushed right up to 
the border as in Sodoliet, Inanha and in the north 
east of Namibia towards Ondongwa. Operation 
Cobra ended with bestial crimes against huma- 
nity. 40,000 to 50,000 northern Namibians were 
brutally evicted from their homes, several 
hundred Africans heartlessly tortured, and 
African settlements levelled to the ground./35/ 
The FRG helped create the prerequisites for 
these and similar actions. 

It is also to be noted that since the beginning of 
1964 an ominious FRG establishment exists in 
Tsumeb, Tsumeb was the seat of the afore-men- 
tioned Otavi Mining and Railways Corp. and is 


one of the most significant mining centres of 
Namibia and more still is not far removed from 
the DRUMPEL military base. The FRG Institute 
for Aeronomy, main office: Lindau/Harz built a 
rocket observation centre and ionosphere labora- 
tory some dozen years ago here. But the cam- 
ouglfage for this ‘weather research station’’ soon 
showed pores as it happened that this FRG 
institute was financed by the Bundeswehr and 
directed by the deputy president of the South 
African Atomic Energy Board. This deputy presi- 
dent is Dr. Theo Schumann, who with the help of 
the FRG arms corporation Bolkow has been 
developing tactical rockets — for example the 
“Harp” and air-to-air missiles — for the South 
African racists since 1963. The tactical rockets of 
the RSA are mainly for aggressive purposes and 
threaten — as they have been secretly installed in 
Namibia — practically and directly such neigh- 
bouring states as the People’s Republic of Angola 
and Mocambique as well as Zambia and Bots- 
wana./36/ Significantly, just during the prepara- 
tory phase for the RSA invasion of Angola in 
1975, the FRG station in Tsumeb was supplied 
with an extra 18tons — from the FRG via 
Durban — of long range espionage electronics 
equipment./37/ But of course there are other 
examples of the dealings of the west german mili- 
tary-industrial complex in Namibia. Even in the 
FRG it became public in November 1976 that: 
“near Windhoek soldiers are clearing bushland 
in order to have a clear field of fire for the 
protection of logistics establishments like a 
power station and oil storage tanks”. /38/ 
Nevertheless, unmentioned remained the fact 
that SWAPO scouts had found a large number of 
poison containers of “Hoechst South Africa 
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Ltd.” from Johannesburg at the edge of the 
Ondekaremba airport near Windhoek. The con- 
tainers were holding defoliants and herbicides 
from the Farbwerke Hoechst AG with main of- 
fices in Frankfurt (Main) which once belonged to 
the war-crimes corporation of IG-Farben. By the 
way the London magazine ‘Eastern World” had 
proven in 1966 already that the FRG chemical 
enterprises of ‘‘Farbenfabriken Bayer AG”, 
“Leverkusen/BRD”, “Farbwerke Hoechst AG” 
and their South African affiliates had been in- 
volved with the US-aggressors in the poison war 
against the Vietnamese people and had made 
huge profits therefrom./39/ The herbicides used 
there as chemical weapons-contaminated rivers 
and lakes, destroyed crops, bush and forests, in- 
juring people, killing animals and maiming tens of 
thousands of newly born or unborn babies./40/ 
One can assume with near certainty that the 
aforementioned FRG corporations are again — in 
the interests of the South African war of plunder 
involved in chemical warfare in Namibia, a war 
that is the most horrendous crime against human- 
ity, which is directed against the Hereros in the 
centre of the country and the northern border to 
Angola, where a kilometer wide minefield and 
vegetation-free nomans-land is being created 
expecially against south west African peoples like 
the Ovambo and the Khoi. 

In Pretoria’s plans of total mobilisation of the 
96,000 foreigners of European and South African 
extraction the 30,000 immigrants from imperia- 
list Germany play a special role in the main- 
tainance of racist rule over the 650,000 Namibian 
of African origin — as we shall still demonstrate 
closely. The so-called Citizen Force of the RSA 
can recruit around 7,000 men from the former 
alone. Central and branch weapons depots have 
been established for their heavy weaponry. 
One FRG magazine recently propagated the cri- 
minal opinion of one of the German farmers who 
had just mounted optical sights on his gun: 
“Every German will take at least ten Blacks with 
him into the grave!’’/41/. Former Nazis, who fled 
there after the second world war. SS officers and 
Herrenvolk ideologist officers of the Hitlerite 
Wehrmacht are particularly well represented 
among the German minority that immigrated 
from imperial or Hitler Germany. They are a 
fighting reserve of the colonial fascists, in the 
interests of the wealth they amassed at the cost 
of the people of Namibia that must never be 
underated. As it is there are about 2,000 war 
criminals of the SS and the Wehrmacht who fled 
to Southern Africa who today occupy high

positions in the state apparatus, the army and 
police as well as the economy of the RSA and 
Namibia. (see Tab.5) For years now old Nazi- 
officers are being mentored from the FRG by — 
among others — the foreign department of the 
neo-fascist organisation ‘’The Steel Helmet’’ and 
are supplied regularly with ‘‘manuals to keep 
them militarily up to date. For a long time this 
function was the pleasure of the colonialist Lt. 
Colonel Meyer in Niirnberg who top op of this had 
created a strong ‘’Steel Helmet” chapter in Lide- 
ritz/Namibia. The RSA _ counter insurgency 
specialist Lt. Colonel Booysen for example has 
created three ‘‘security zones” around Windhoek 
from fortress-like farmbuildings and holdings 
with the help of german big land owners has 
reccomended to the trigger happy racists: “Keep 
a weapon always ready!”’/42/. The terrorised 
Namibian farmworkers are intensifying their 
resistance. 

In February 1976 the big land owner and 
manhunter Walther of the ‘‘Okatjiho” holding, 
60 km from Wondhoek became a victim of his 
racist practices. According to the RSA police 
report the guerillas captured a commando uniform 
and Walther’s weapons depot — including an 
automatic assault gun of the R-3 type./43/ This 
incident was whipped into a racist hate-campaign 
in the FRG./44/ Never spoken of by the FRG 
mass media on the other hand is how the Bundes- 
wehr nourishes the criminal colonial traditions. 


There is in Hamburg the ‘‘Estorff Barrack” 
complex for instance. The imperial General 
Ludwig von Estorff (1859-1943) was once 


commander of the imperial expeditionary force 
in ‘‘German South West Africa’. He organised 
massacres and concentration camps for blacks — 
disgusting racist that he was. Under his command 
the freedom-loving Hereros were decimated 
through mass murder from 80,000 people to 
15,000 from 1904 to 1907 only whilst half the 
Namas were physically liquidated. The survivers 
of these people were driven by the aristocratic 
Estorff into chain slavery. In Hamburg, Bremen, 
Bad Segeberg and Leer the Bundeswehr has 
named four of its barracks after General Paul von 
Lettow-Vorbeck who was once notorious as a 
nigger-killer in the colony of ‘‘German East 
Africa’’ Barracks named after such ‘‘guiding 
lights’’ have been training and preparing FRG 
citizens in their tens of thousands with modern 
weapons in the old colonial spirit. 

By April 1977 it could be proved that a growing 
number of profascist mercenaries from the FRG 
— after their military service in the Bundeswehr 


— and from Great Britain, the USA, the aggressor 
state of Israel and dictator Pinochet’s Chile were 
arriving in Namibia to strengthen the ranks of the 


South African occupationists as well as to 
Organise and carry out new crimes against 
humanity./45/ 


The Fifth Column — 
,aerman South Westeners” 


The population of Namibia is today composed of 
about 88 % Africans and coloureds (= 6%) and 
12% europeans and boer immigrants./46/ 
About 4 % of the population, which corresponds 
to one third of the whites are Germans who 
immigrated between 1884 and 1977 from impe- 
rial Germany, the Weimar Republic, Hitler Ger- 
many and the FRG. Figures for Namibia are, for 
different reasons, difficult to obtain. The African 
population is mostly guessed at while the RSA 
and FRG are not too anxious to publicise the 
expansion of their population groups. But even 
when one works from rough estimates the general 
result is that: The total population on the present 
territory of Namibia has, since the turn of the 
centuary increased seven-fold. (see Tab. 6) The 
number of the resident or immigrant european 
stock has however increased 27 times incluiding 
the 20 times increase of people of german stock. 
The colonialist and racist oriented ‘immigration 
policy’’ allows the white imperialist population 
of Namibia to increase relatively faster than the 
African population, whereby the Boer commu- 
nity from the RSA takes the lead per head of 
population over the German community. One has 
also to consider that this tendency is strengthen- 
ed by the presence of the RSA army of 
40,000 men. 

Of the 30,000 Germans in Namibia 10,000, 
according to UNO documents carried an FRG 
passport in 1975/47/ — the number is publicy 
played down to 5,000 in the FRG. Many more 
have applied for such passports. 10,000 posses a 
dual RSA/FRG citizenship and the last third of 
“German Southwesters’’ maintains South African 
citizenship. 

SWAPO which struggles for a united, indepen- 
dent Namibia has from the beginning stood for 
the rights of all races, nationalities and religious 
currents to participate in free, equal and secret 


elections and to enjoy equally the protection of 
the new state, including naturally all the whites, 
on condition that they regard themselves as 
Namibias. But then the German ‘‘Southwesters” 
are mobilising precisely against this concept that 
condemns Apartheid! 

The Nobel-Prize winner and UNO-Commissioner 
for Namibia, Sean McBride characterised the 
immigrant settlers from imperialist Germany and 
their heirs as follows: 

“Many of them sit in huge villas with 30 slaves 
and wide lands of from 30,000 to 50,000 acres. 
Their land too will be divided up”/49/; and he 
underlined: “Presently these Germans are even 
more to the right of the South African govern- 
ment. If they want to remain there they will have 
to get used to the fact that a humanbeing means 
a vote and they have to give up their huge tracts 
of land./50/ 

In the FRG on the other hand, the public is being 
misdirected through concentrated action conduc- 
ted in an anti-Namibian hate campaign through 
the mass media. 

The Springer press corporation attempted in 
spring to organise solidarity with the colonialists 
in Namibia and to blackmail the UNO-Commisio- 
ner for Namibia, Sean McBride through tear- 
jerking headlines like: ‘Will Germans soon be 
expelled again? ''/51/ This was then echoed, in 
chorus, on the cover page of a Hamburg magazine 
with a multi-million circulation: ‘South West 
Africa, (officially called Namibia since 1968 — 
J.M.) The Germans must quit!"/52/ Alwin 
Briickii the parliamentary state secretary in 
Bonn's Development ministry stated at the end 
of 1976 that the FRG was equiped ‘’to receive 
25,000 to 30,000 Germans from Namibia’’/53/. 
The term German has become part of the 
FRG/RSA terminology. It must however be 
stated clearly and precisely that this matter does 
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not in any way refer to citizens of the socialist 
German Democratic Republic, but rather to 
colonialists and neo-colonialists who either reside 
in the imperialist FRG or seek to ‘ascend to this 
paradise”. A snatched review of history will 
quickly clarify matters politically: The African 
people were cheated, robbed, denuded of their 
rights, persecuted, enslaved, exploited and at the 
slightest resistance against the colonial regime of 
“god and king” suppressed from way back in the 
time of the colonial ‘‘“German South West 
Africa’’./54/ We need only remember that the 
father of Hitler's first Gestapo chief and Reichs- 
marshall — Herman Goering, who was con- 
demned to death by the International Military 
Tribunal in Nirnberg in 1946 as a major war 
criminal — namely the racist Dr. H. Goering was a- 
pointed the first Reichs-Commisioner of the 
colony “German South West Africa’’ by the 
German emperor in 1885. 

Nazi Germany then sought through world 
hegemony before and during the second world 
war not only to regain the eight African and 
Asian colonies of imperial Germany but beyond 
that — starting with South West Africa — to 
create a central African colonial empire stretch- 
ing from the Atlantic to the Indian ocean. In this 
Hitler relied on his “fifth column” on the black 
continent. The armed force numbered 54,000, 
including 12,000 in SWA alone, Nazi followers in 
all Africa, 2,000 activists of whom had been 
systematically and intentionally deployed in 
Africa even before the world war. The Hitler- 
party had placed strong ‘National Socialist 
Territorial Groups” (NSDAP Landesgruppen) in 
Cape Town and Windhoek. In SWA the Nazis 
could rely on the German Federation of South 
West Africa; The German Brotherhood-in-Arms; 
the German Cultural Association and the Associa- 
tion of German Crafts which were founded in 
1924 and also on the “National Socialist Brother- 
hood of Labour” which were thoroughly natio- 
nalist, racist and Nazi, oriented organisations. 
Besides this Hitler was assured of the assistance 
of the clandestine Boer-fascist organisation 
“Broederbond” (founded 1918, working under- 
ground since 1924) with its paramilitary storm- 
troops of the Ossewa-Brandwag (founded 1938). 
The “Secret Army” that fought on the side of 
fascism during the second world war and even 
engineered an arbortive pro-fascist coup in South- 
ern Africa in 1940 grew from the latter. Among 
Hitler’s South African agents were: the present 
racist-chieftain Vorster and his closest collabora- 
tor — the chief of the powerful secret service 
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Bureau of State Security (BOSS) of South Africa, 
Reinier Johannes van den Bergh, both of whom 
were then generals of the ‘Secret Army” i.e. 
practically agents of the OKW-Office, the foreign 
counterintelligence service of the Hitlerite Wehr- 
macht./55/ 
This secret service office had available in South 
Africa such agents as Trompke/56/ and initiated 
the subversive “Project White Thorn” with the 
saboteurs Christian Nissen alias Hein and Robby 
Leibbrandt, which was to activate the “fifth 
column’”’./57/ 
Eventually the German and South African 
fascists landed in british internment camps where 
they perfected, as if under compulsion, their 
apartheid plans for the post-war period and were 
to implement them rigorously with the help of 
old Nazi followers of german extraction — after 
coming to power in Pretoria in 1948. Of the 
2,700 clandestine members of the Broederbond 
who collaborated with Hitler-Germany and 
formed the hard core of the Nationalist Party 
with 60 members in 1948, theré were quite a 
number of hard-nosed racists and front-bench 
politicans of the RSA like Malan, Hertzog, du 
Plessis, Verwoerd, Vorster, van den Bergh etc. 
The situation in the then South West Africa after 
the take-over of power by the racist National 
Party in 1948 was described strikingly by 
Jariretendu Konzonguizi in his Leipzig address in 
1961 as follows: 
“The fascist government of Dr. Malan gave 
back the Germans high political positions. So 
were their civil rights restored to them, which 
they had lost during the war and were 
detailed an even greater role in the politics of 
SWA and the South African Union. The 
position was and is still today such that no 
political party (meaning the whites — J. M.) in 
SWA can come to power without the support 
of the German community, which seeks in 
SWA to vote as one cohesive block. It is 
therefore obvious and correct to deduce that 
the German community in SWA holds a poli- 
tical key to this territory and is directly 
responsible for the oppression and exploita- 
tion of the people of this territory. 
The initial point of departure for this premise 
is the link between West Germany and the 
Germans in SWA: After the war a lot of 
Germans streamed to SWA. They came, signi- 
ficantly from West Germany. This, in our 
opinion, links West Germany closely with the 
situation in SWA and until the opposite has 
proved to be the case we shall continue to 


assume that West Germany has a hand in the 

suppression of the South’ African 

people. ”/58/ 
The racially limited thinking capacity of the 
“German South Wester” of today is classically 
demonstrated by the 60-year-old Heiner Meinert, 
publisher of the german language Windhoek ‘’All- 
gemeine Zeitung’’ who never stops propagating 
that: “A Kaffir is a Kaffir and will remain a 
Kaffir!’/59/. The ‘German South Westers’’ are 
today still involved on the side of the RSA 
against the people of Namibia. Their ideological 
and organisational centres are the ‘Allgemeine 
Zeitung” and the ‘League of Nationalist Ger- 
mans”, It was this very Windhoek paper that 
created the ‘‘AZ-Border Fund’’ for ‘defence 
against SWAPO territorists’’./60/ The editor of 
the Allgemeine Zeitung Klaus Dahimann is also a 
key figure in the new ‘Pro South West Africa 
Foundation’’, which was born at the end of 
August, 1976 and propagates an anti-popular 
solution to the Namibian question nationally and 
internationally. This foundation is generously 
subsidised by several FRG foundations as well as 
US corporations, (e.g. Tsumeb Corporation) and 
british. monopolies, (e.g. Rio Tinto Zinc)./61/ 
In 1974 capitalists and latifundists of german 
extraction formed the neo-fascist ‘‘League of 
Nationalist Germans” which, quite in character, 


was wished well by the last Fiihrer of the. Third 
Reich, Grand Admiral Karl Doenitz, who in 1946 
was sentenced by the International Military 
Tribunal in Niirnberg as a major war criminal./62/ 
This League of Nationalist Germans whose 
Fiihrer is a certain Helmut Krisch and whose 
secretary is Klaus Unger co-operates with the 
stolid fascists of the ‘‘Herstigte’’ (Reformed or 
Purified-Trans.) Nationale Party led by Albert 
Herzog. Both these ultra-rightist formations have 
long been branded by SWAPO as working closely 
with the central RSA secret service BOSS!/63/ 
The head of BOSS on the other hand, the second 
most powerful man in the Pretorian racist clique, 
is no other than the noted Hitlerite fifth colum- 
nist, who now calls himself Hendrik van der 
Bergh!/64/. At the end of April 1977 SWAPO 
revealed in a communique published in Dakar 
that Namibian patriots were being bestially tor- 
tured and murdered en masse as “‘living targets’’ 
by BOSS officers as well as former SS-men in the 
concentration camps of Ishakati, Oshikango, 
Epinga and Ononu erected by BOSS. 

One can, however, say with certainty that the 
hopeless and historically blind ‘‘German South 
Westers’’ who receive all-round support and 
encouragement from the FRG will soon reap the 
continental storm of the anti-African wind they 
have sown. 


Ideological Subversion 


Lately, in order that german imperialism can 
escape the responsibility for its colonial crimes, 
the neo-colonialists of the FRG are busy sham- 
pooing their colonial tradition and _ refinedly 
window-dressing their present  anti-African 
activities so as to carry on behind the back of the 
people./65/ 

Political and historical attempts at justification in 
this matter are ideologically in no way singularly 
defensive. On the contrary. The thematically 
comprehensive and territorially inter-continental 
system of ideological subversion directed from 
the FRG strives continually to remain on the 
offensive. In the case under investigation this 
applies to the FRG as well as its political, 


economic and military fifth column in Namibia. 
It stretches from state propaganda and the mass 
media and seeks to include the people as a whole, 
from the school-going child to the globe-trotting 
pensioner. From the word go, the officious 
“German African Society” engaged Hitler’s 
colonial specialist and racist Dr. phil. Dr. Litt. 
Werner Schmidt/66/ as its “South West Africa” 
expert, where he has diligently painted the (Ger- 
man) South West Africa image in reference books 
and manuals, At the end of the sixties though, the 
neo-colonialist propaganda became quite obvious. 
In 1968 the UNO General Assembly decided to 
use the name of the intra-territorial desert in 
what was till then known as South West Africa, 
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as the official name of that territory. This new 

name was designated two years after the UNO 

decision to withdraw the mandate of the racist 

RSA over the former SWA. The RSA occupation 

regime simply banned the use of the official 

designation of that state. A check on the geogra- 
phic literature appearing in the FRG confirms 
that publishers, lectors and authors continue to 
act in the style of colonialists, ignoring the UNO 
directive. This can be proved with the mass of 
basic literature originating from the FRG since 

1969 up to today. And so, one still finds the 

anachronistic designation ‘South West Africa” in 

the following atlasses and reference works: 

— “The Large DUDEN-Lexicon: World Atlas” 
(German Edition) Mannheim/FRG 1969, (on 
p. 195 “South West Africa” is even provoca- 
tively still declared expressly as a ‘’South 
African mandated territory’’!)

“mandated territory’ formulation is similarly 
used)

is still from the pro-racist standpoint of the 
illegal occupation underlined that: “7he right 
of mandate claimed by the UNO as sucssesor 
to the League of Nations is no more recog- 
nised by the RSA.”

Particularly involved in the FRG in spreading such 
factually outdated and politically false geogra- 
phic literature are: The Cartographic Institute of 
the Bertelsmann Corp. (Gitersloh/Braunschweig 
and outside the FRG in West Berlin), the Biblio- 
graphic Institute (Mannheim and outside the 
FRG in Vienna and Ziirich) as well as the Wester- 
mann Publishing House, (Braunschweig). This 
printing monopoly also spreads its anti African 
literature through its foreign affiliates in the ger- 
man speaking area — as for example in the 
neutral states of Austria and Switzerland as well 
as West Berlin — in the true sense of political 
disruption and obstruction. 

It is not rare that outstanding geographists are 

financially corrupted by FRG institutions and 

obliged or seduced to use the anachronistic term 

“South West Africa’. The Swiss Prof. Dr. Hart- 

mut Leser serves as an example when he could 

publish the results of his research in the ‘’Geogra- 
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phic Review’/67/ of the FRG Westermann Corp. 
only under the designation “South West Africa” 
after he had been receiving the ,,support” of the 
German Research Society. It might also be inter- 
esting to note that FRG corporations publish 
their business reports in the ‘‘Manual of German 
Corporations (Published by Hoppenstedt, Darm- 
stadt/FRG) regularly in the colonial manner of 
using “South West Africa’, completely ignoring 
the UNO decision of the General Assembly of 
1968 which prescribes the correct designation of 
Namibia. 
it remains only to mention that all school pub- 
lushers instructed by the cultural ministries of all 
the federal states are used to treating Namibia 
very colonialistically. One such school book 
{published by B. Klett, Stuttgart) states for 
instance: “The former German South West Africa 
is administered by the Republic (South Africa) 
on a UNO mandate. It is however regarded as 
part of its (i.e. the RSA! — J. M.) territory./68/ 
The same publisher then manipulates the pupils 
by stating: 
“The internal peace in the Republic of South 
Africa is endagered by the demands of the 
Black population group for political rights in 
the governing processes. ’/69/ 
All these examples are obviously not incidental, 
nor are they merely excusable slips. This is a 
system of an imperialism that seeks to inject anti 
progressive thoughts in millions of school 
children, adults and last but not least Bundes- 
wehr soldiers — all in the Herrenvolk tradition. 
Neither is this some unco-ordinated activity of 
private corporations. These are the conscious and 
mutually agreed measures of significant corpora- 
tions and certain “‘leading’’ institutes which are 
tolerated and even openlyencouraged by federal 
and state ministries. In the case of Namibia 
nothing has noticeably changed in the FRG even 
though the FRG maintained an observer for a 
long time at the Headquarters of the UNO in 
New York and declared ceremoniously on Sep- 
tember 1973 on admission to the UNO that she 
would observe UNO decisions and help to imple- 
ment them. 
Quite noticeable on the other hand is the strong- 
support from the state received by the functional 
RSA propaganda centre, the ‘‘German-South 
Africa Society’’ in the FRG, founded in Munich 
but with its lobby head office in Bonn-Bad 
Godesberg. It is presided over by the former 
diplomat Dr. Christoph Count of D6énhoff and 
has 20 local groups all over the FRG with 
4,000 highly influential members — whose names 
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are held secret. It is the largest ‘’foreign society in 
the FRG”. 
Besides this the RSA embassy in Bonn and its 
general consulates in Hamburg and Munich 
are pouring out a stream of racist propaganda 
which has been correctly classified by opponents 
of apartheid in the FRG. 
“The information magazines of the RSA 
embassy in the FRG have also strongly 
influenced the attitudes of FRG citizens 
through long years of intensive propaganda. 
This propaganda repeatedly states that 
Namibia is part of South Africa... .“’/70/ 
Another racist propaganda centre that is toler- 
ated in the FRG is the South African Airways 
office (SAA) and tourist office Satours in Frank- 
furt (Main). They annually distribute hundreds of 
thousands of pamphlets in which repeatedly, 
“South West Africa’ is being pitched for tourists 
in the following manner: 
““Guten Tag’, that is how you will be greeted 
at the Windhoek Airport ... Windhoek, the 
capital, with german names for streets and 
localities reminds one of Germany... 
Genuine Southwester atmosphere. . One 
should also not forget that South Africa is 
filled with german culture and tradition... 
When you visit Swakopmund you are not 
only transposed to Germany but also into a 
different era. Nowhere else has the German 
Empire preserved itself as here.’’/71/ 
Doubtlessly the RSA finances her occupation 
regime and daily crimes against humanity with 
the income from this style of mass tourism from 
the FRG. The “German Southwestern” and the 
cultural department of the foreign ministry of 
the FRG lay great value in special ‘German 
Schools’ in Namibia. These non-governmental 
establishments are maintained by “private” 
school associations and supported by the FRG 
through its cultural agreement. Such ‘’German 
Schools’, some with boarding facilities, are in 
Windhoek (600 pupils) Liideritz Bay, etc. The 
foreign office also recruits teachers from the 
FRG directly and indirectly. Amongst these are, 
significantly, the headmaster of the Bismarck 
School in Hannover, Dr. H. Sacher./72/ 
The reactionary imperial Chancellor, Prince Otto 
von Bismarck, had, as is well known, engaged 
actively in 1883—1885 in conquering colonies for 
Germany and contributed in 1884 towards 
annexing ‘‘German South West Africa’ to the 
German Empire. It is alarming to learn from 
present day Namibia that German parents there 
demand from teachers that their children “should 


not be taught any history beyond the year 1900” 
or that, in the ‘Year book of the Liideritz Bay 
German School” the history of the “development 
of German Communities in South West Africa” is 
still presented in schools with racist and colonial- 
ist arguments./73/ Schools with this type of 
nationalistic “special carriculae’’ can obviously 
have no perspectives in a future, liberated Nami- 
bia. 
It had to be noted with resignation in Pretoria 
and Bonn in 1976 that: 
“The German Community in SWA and the 
government of the FRG were fiercely attacked 
on the last day of the SWAPO conference in 
Walvis Bay for supporting segregated schools 
in that territory. (Namibia — J. M.)“/74/ 
Another age-old apostle of racism in Namibia is 
the “German Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
SWA” (DELK), founded during the german colo- 
nial period (in 1976: 13,500 members, mostly 
traders, industrialists, big land Owners and civil 
servants) and supported open-handely by the 
ecumenical external office of the Evangelical 
Church of the FRG, both financially and perso- 
nellwise. 
Even an ecumenical Namibia Project Group of 
the FRG had to point out as symptomatic of the 
DELK that this apartheid church sought ‘‘to con- 
sumate the german heritage (germanness) with 
christianity whilst tending to isolation from other 
christian confessions and nationalities and adapt- 
ing to the political system in power (conse- 
quently the occupation of Namibia by the RSA 
— J.M.) as a guarantee for its priviledges, with 
the church being the protector of the own iden- 
tity’”’./75/ 
All this is important, but is nevertheless, taken 
altogether, only a brief example of the complex 
conspiracy between the RSA and FRG in the 
field of anti-African ideological subversion. 
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Diplomatic obstructionist 


policies 


In 1962, four years after the formation of 
SWAPO into the leading force in the liberation 
struggle of the Namibian people the Federal 
government concluded a cultural agreement with 
the RSA whose Article8 incorporates the 
territory and people of Namibia in the expansio- 
nist and neo-colonialist manner. 

Despite the clear and precise decisions of the 
UN General Assembly of 1966; 1968 and 1976 
and their confirmation by the International 
Court of Justice, the SPD/FDP government still 
clings to the 1962 cultural agreement which 
discriminates the people of Namibia. On 14. Sep- 
tember 1976 the press spokesman of the Bonn 
foreign ministry could still say, in answer to the 
question whether this infuriating cultural agree- 
ment would be terminated upon its periodic 
expiry date of December 1976: “the cultural 
agreement needs no express termination. The 
Namibia question is of no special import as to 
justify termination or modification’’./76/ 
According to the UNO resolution 3.111 of 
12. 12. 1973 SWAPO alone posseses the right to 
“speak and act in representation of the Namibian 
people’’, Apparently even this UNO resolution is 
not binding for the FRG government. Minister of 
State Hans-Jiirgen Wischnewski (SPD) explained 
in answer to a parliamentary question tabled by 
the CDU/CSU opposition in 1976: The Federal 
government “does not accept SWAPO as the only 
representative of the Namibian people, as this 
people has as yet not had the opportunity to 
decide on and to legitimise its political represen- 
tatives through free elections’’./77/ The FRG 
government which secretly helps to maintain the 
racist RSA occupation regime in Namibia in 
various ways — including breaking the UN 
imposed arms embargo against the RSA — still 
dares in a two faced manner to interfere with the 
policies of SWAPO in its liberation struggle. The 
Federal governinent “finds understanding for the 
aims of SWAPO of helping the Namibian people 
achieve their right to selfdetermination. It never- 
theless rejects violence as a means of policy’’./78/ 
Interestingly, the Bonn Foreign Affairs Ministry 
sent the head of its ‘‘Reference Section — South 
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Africa’, Dr. Helmut Miller, one of its most 
reknowned diplomats, on a secret mission to 
Namibia in spring 1976. Even though his presence 
in Windhoek was uncoverred/79/, the spokesman 
of the foreign ministry attempted on 28. Septem- 
ber to deny the diplomatic trip. From the choice 
of the diplomat and the circumstances of his trip 
one is forced to presume a subbrersive intent in 
this mission of neo-colonialist secret diplomacy. 
The Namibia Resolution of the General Assembly 
of 1975 (XXX—3399) had demanded, naming 
the seven NATO countries FRG, Great Britain, 
France, Portugal, Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Denmark, once again that they should close 
down their diplomatic and/or consular mis- 
sions./80/ 

Only the FRG government stubbornly ignorea 
these serious directives of the highest internatio- 
nal forum and on top of that demonstrates with 
its Windhoek consulate its consistent diplomatic 
obstructionist policies. 

Besides the above, the federal government 
allows the RSA embassy in Bonn illegally to 
represent Namibia./81/ 

Also involved together with the foreign ministry 
is the secret Federal Intelligence Service (BND) 
which is directly responsible to the Office of the 
Federal Chancellor (Prime Minister) and is spe- 
cialised on espionage, sabotage and psychological 
warfare against liberation movements, including 
those in Africa. 

The service is commanded by the former Hitlerite 
Supreme Command officer and espionage and 
subversion expert, Bundeswehr  Lt.-General 
Gerhard Wessel. It was admitted even in the FRG 
in the early sixties that: “There is no country 
outside the communist world with whose secret 
services the BND does not maintain relationships. 
!t works with Israelis... and Africans together. /t 
also maintains, as demanded by its commission 
from the government (my emphasis — J. M.) 
working relations with countries that do not con- 
form to the liberal democratic tradition’, as for 
instance “South Africa”./82/ 

The BND regularly co-ordinates its underground 
activities with the secret services of the other 


imperialist countries besides the BOSS of the 
RSA, including those of NATO countries, like 
the CIA of the USA and the Secret intelligence 
Service (SIS) of Great Britain; activities that are 
directed against Namibia’s SWAPO. 
SWAPO President Sam Nujoma exposed in 
summary on the 2nd August 1976, a new 
imperialist plot against Namibia, at an internatio- 
nal press conference on the most recent problems 
inside the movement. 
“These result from a well co-ordinated and 
well financed conspiracy of the South African 
regime and its imperialist allies, particularly the 
Federal Republic of Germany (my emphasis — 
J. M.) with the aim of destroying the SWAPO 
as the only effective force fighting the South 
African occupation of our ceuntry. These 
hostile forces recruit agents within our move- 
ment to engineer splits and sabotage and to 
confuse and demoralise our political and 
military cadres. 
The main aim behind this conspiracy is to 
render SWAPO ineffective.”/84/ 
This wideranging sabotage by certain FRG organs 
in the interests of imperialism is historically 
doomed to failiure. 
It however demonstrates all in all, that amongst 
others particularly the FRG posseses the will to 
prevent the breakthrough of Namibia from under 
the rule of the South African colonial fascists, 
It will not be the peoples of Namibia and the 
whole of Africa alone who shall draw new anti- 
imperialist lessons from this.
